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Clearing the Atmosphere 


Two developments occurred yesterday 
which are calculated to increase the co- 
operation between whites and Negroes 
working to equalize educational opportu- 
nities in Georgia, and to place the task of 
finding solutions on a mutually friendly 
basis. 


Custer Crawford, Morgan County 
School Superintendent, said whites ought 
to see that Negroes have fair educational 
opportunities. Negroes will progress if 
given a chance, he said, and every ad- 
vance made will be advantageous to 
whites as well. 

The second occurrence was the an- 
nouncement by Negro leaders that they 
do not intend to file any more court suits 
in counties where action is being taken 
looking to equalization of schools. 


That is, of course, as it ought to be. 
And public announcement to that effect 
will, we think, greatly enhance the con- 
fidence and trust that is necessary to a 
final and continuing mutual effort regard- 


ing, first, the equalization of opportunity 
and, second, the improvement of educa- 
tional facilities for all. 

Many counties in Georgia now are en- 
gaged in or planning surveys to determine 
the needs. Some, regrettably, declined to 
take any steps and are facing court suits. 
Those suits, it must be admitted, were 
necessary to spur the needed action. But 
now that the outlook has changed, Negroes 
wisely see that additional suits would an- 
tagonize rather than assist. 

Counties are not thereby relieved of 
their obligation to effect equalization as 
speedily as possible, but the Negro an- 
nouncement does clear the air and provide 
an atmosphere of reason and good faith. 

Mr. Crawford’s statement was based 
upon the situation in his own county. He 
is utterly sincere and his day-to-day as- 
sociation with conditions gives authority 
to his views. 

It seems to us both statements help to 
create a climate in which progress can be 
speeded. 


The New Assistant Chancellor 


The election of President George M. 
Sparks, of the Atlanta Division of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, to the Assistant Chan- 
cellorship of the University System re- 
flects credit on the Board of Regents. 

In his new position, Dr. Sparks, a mem- 
ber of the University Building Authority, 
created by the last session of the General 
Assembly, will supervise plant expansion 
at all the institutions in the system. 

It is a task for which he is admirably 


suited, as he has demonstrated conclusive- 
ly during his highly productive tenure at 
the local branch of the university. 

A highly talented person, gifted with 
business genius as well as academic bril- 
liance, Dr. Sparks has long been recog- 
nized as one of the outstanding individuals 
in the entire State government. We are 
sure that his new assignment will afford 
him an even greater opportunity for com- 
petent public service. 


‘Something New and Different... 


“Let us, for a change, speak well of 
Mississippi,” begins The New York Her- 
ald Tribune in an editorial, “Justice Down 
South,” which is more or less typical of 
a refreshingly different type of comment 
appearing in Eastern papers of late. 


The Herald Tribune then outlines the 
facts behind last week’s conviction of a 
white Mississippian for the murder of 
three Negro children, praising the jury for 
its “solemn awareness that all men, black 
or white, are entitled to exactly the same 
protection of law.” 


“More light is also breaking over Geor- 
gia,” adds the Herald Tribune. “On the 
same day that the Mississippi jury acted 
on stern duty, a Federal judge in Atlanta 
demonstrated that Negroes have the same 
rights as any other Georgians. A sheriff 
and his deputy were each sentenced to 12 
months in prison and fined $1,000 for de- 
livering seven Negroes to 4 masked mob 
for beating. The crime was that the Ne-

groes had been deprived of their Constitu- 
tional right of equal protection under law. 
The course of prosecution was admittedly 
difficult; Federal entry into such cases has 
been seldom attempted. The current case 
was first tried last year at Rome, Ga., and 
ended in mistrial when the jury deliberat- 
ed without result for 50 hours. But the 
Government returned to the civil rights 
assault, and this time the jury convicted 
two of the 10 defendants.. Appeal to the 
Supreme Court is in prospect. But mean- 
while it is perfectly evident on the basis 
of one week’s news from Mississippi and 
Georgia, that something vital and differ- 
ent is stirring through the South.” 

We are not certain whether it is so 
much that something new and different 
is stirring in the South or merely that 
there is at last a willingness to recognize 
and commend our progress in the North. 

At any rate, it is indeed something new 
and different as well as hopeful and en- 
couraging. ' 


i 
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Is Sec. Acheson an Issue? 


WASHINGTON—Whether by original design or not, there is beginning to emerge an over-all 
purpose behind the McCarthy attacks on the State Department. The Republicans are apparently out 
to make an issue of Secretary of State Dean Acheson, hoping that it will aid them in the coming 


congressional elections. 

We are able to see almost. daily evidence of 
this in the increasing number of Republicans who 
are denouncing Mr. Acheson as unfit for office, 
some demanding his resignation. The latest ad- 
dition to the anvil chorus is none other than 
Sen. Kenneth Wherry, of Nebraska, the Republi- 
can floor leader of the Senate. In a speech the 
other day he accused the Secretary of State of 
“undermining the national economy and losing 
the peace,” charging that he has become “the 
idol of left-wing, appease-Russia agitators,” whom 
President Truman would not offend by firing 
Acheson for fear “he would lose the support of 
this radical, socialistic pressure group in the com- 
ing elections and in 1952.” - e 


On the same day Sen. Wherry was mak- 
ing his speech two other Republican mem- 
bers of Congress, Rep. Werdel, of Califor- 
nia, and Rep. Byrnes, of Wisconsin, assailed 
the State Department head on _ similar 
grounds. Other attacks preceded these and 
still others are likely to follow. 


As for Sen. Joe McCarthy, Republican, Wis- 
consin, whose charges of Communist infiltration 
in the State Department precipitated the present 
hullabaloo, he has been demanding all along that 
Mr. Acheson be forced out of the Cabinet. 

None of the McCarthy charges have stood up 
so far. He started out by proclaiming the pres- 
ence of some 200 card-bearing Communists in the 
State Department, later reduced the figure to 
590-odd, but as yet, according to Sen. Tydings, of 
Maryland, chairman of the special committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges, has not pro- 
duced the name of a single official falling in 
this category. eh 

In the meantime, the Republicans have seized 
on the smear campaign leveled at the Depart- 
ment to attack Secretary Acheson on another 
score. An effort is being made to link him with 
left-wing elements because of the part he played 
in the release of Valentin Gubitchev, convicted 


Russian spy in the Judith Coplon case, and the 


unfortunate utterance he made on the Alger Hiss 
case. 

As regards Gubitchev, Mr. Acheson undoubt- 
edly took the initiative there with the consent 
and approval of the White House. It was to our 
diplomatic interests abroad that we acted as we 
did in sending the Russian home rather than 
make him serve the 15-year sentence imposed by 
the court. 


And as regards Hiss, while Acheson did seem 
to make an unfortunate statement in saying he 


would not turn his back on an old friend, even 


after his conviction on the perjury charges, none 
of this justifies the charge of Republicans that it 
links him with left-wing groups. Mr. Acheson 
later sought to make it clear that nothing he had 
said was intended to convey the idea that he 
condoned any of the acts for which Hiss was 
found guilty. 


Nevertheless, the Republicans would blow 
these two incidents up into a major issue, if 
possible. In again trying to raise a bugaboo of 
Communism and Socialism, they are harking 
back to the 1946 campaign, when by projecting 
a similar issue they were able to win their first 
national election in 16 years. On the theory 
that the trick worked once before, they are will- 
ing to try it again. The whole pattern of the 
plan is found in the new slogan adopted by the 
GOP for the 1950 campaign—of Liberty vs. So- 
cialism, whatever that means. 


If there are any Communists still tucked 
away in concealed positions in the State De- 
partment, the fault can hardly be imputed 
to Secretary Acheson, whose predecessors, 
Secretary Marshall and Secretary Byrnes, 
took steps to clean out the Department sev- 
eral years ago. During the war, when we 
and the Russians were allies, it is conceiv- 
able that a number of people of pro-Com- 
munist leanings were allowed to creep into 
the Government. Since the cold war started 
we have sought to clean them out. 3 


The thing about the McCarthy charges that 
tends to make them a farce is that he got most, 
if not all, of his information from Government 
sources. In its cleaning-up job of two years ago 
the Department made known to a congressional 
committee the names of those investigated. 
McCarthy is using that old list, it is claimed, as 
a basis for his supposed revelations. It is now 
old stuff, long since passed through the mill, 
officials declare. , 

But whether the Wisconsin Senator’s charges 
prove a farce or not, his fellow Republicans ap- 
pear to be determined to take up the chant 
enough to try to raise an issue over Mr. Acheson 
in the campaign getting under way. It remains 


to be seen how far they will go. 


TEL .AVIV, Israel—In the United States I 

A have had people ask me, “What in the world 

goes on over there in Israel, anyhow?” Now 

that I am here I wish I could answer. It is an experiment so 

daring, so complex, so seemingly impossible that one is staggered 
by the physical facts of it. 

Let’s set down a few. 

Since May, 1948, more than 370,000 immigrants have come to 
this tiny, new country, risen from the dead of nations after 2,000 
years. 

The total population of the country is now a little more than 
1,000,000. So, from the figures one may see that more than a third 
of the entire population has been here less than two years. 

They have come from many countries, speaking many languages. 
There have come here some of the finest minds in the world, some 
of its best artists, musicians, intellectuals, thinkers, teachers and 
philosophers. There have come, too, degraded and retarded peoples 
from the ghettos of degraded and retarded Eastern countries. Some 
did not know how to sleep on beds; had never seen a toothbrush; 
did not know the meaning of toilets, sanitation, or education. They 
came from the crowded corners of ancient Eastern cities where for 
generations their lives had been those of a struggle for survival. 


v it The Yemenites, for example, came from isolated, 
emenites backward, ignorant and vicious Yemen. Deeply re- 
ligious, nut brown in color, they came with their ignorance, super- 
stitions and fears. They were afraid of doctors. Their women hid 
in corners of tents to have babies rather than go to a hospital. They 
put their bundles on the cots and slept on the floor. 

Their women, when forced to go to the hospital, refused to be 
examined by male doctors. They fought screaming against nurses 
who took their sick babies from them for treatment. 

Yet, after a bare three months, the ferment is stirring. They 
are learning. The old women, illiterate, and without any status, 
are demanding of their men they be allowed to learn to read. They 
are taking rights never dreamed of in medieval Yemen. Some of 
the men are cutting off their four ritualistic urls. 


Ro On the Jewish Sabbath we were driving to Haifa. Along 
y the road we saw a Yemenite boy and stopped to give him 
a ride. Joe Davis, soldier and friend, questioned him. The boy 
was bright and impish in appearance. His brown eyes were merry 
and unafraid as they looked out of his small face, and he sat joy- 
fully in the fast car. He said he was 12 years old. He had been 
in Israel four months. 

_ “IT thought you Yemenites were religious,” said Joe Davis, ac- 
cusingly, and speaking in Hebrew. “What are you doing out here 
on the road?” 

“IT am religious,” he said. “I have prayed already.” 
what was behind the questions. 

“What if your father catches you riding in a car on the Shab- 
bus?” (Sabbath.) 

“If he catches me I will be whipped,” said the boy, grinning, 
“so I will manage not to be caught.” 

“Do your parents speak Hebrew?” 

“No, only I.” (This was said proudly, and with reason. He had 
learned it in four months. It is amazing how children pick up 
languages.) - 

“What have you done with your curls? I thought Yemenites 
wore them?” 

“I cut mine off. I didn’t like them any more.” - 

“How do you like to ride in a motor car?” 

“I like it very much. It is the ninth time in my life I ride 
in one. In all my life I had not ridden in one until I came here. 
In Yemen, Jews are not permitted to ride in cars.” 

“Would you like to go back to Yemen?” 

“Not I. Here it is much better.” 

We let him: out at a crossroad near his new village and he 
sped away up it, uncaught. For that boy the old walls had dropped, 
and the horizons opened up before him with the endless vistas every 
boy of every race ought to be able to see. Not all ghettos are in 
European cities. There are thousands like him here, seeing those 
vistas in terms of a new life and a new country. It is little wonder 
that one finds here a nationalism which at times is disturbing, but 
which always is understandable. 


Fi Let us return to the dry statistics which sometimes 
igures are necessary. Here is how they have come to this 
country since May, 1948, in approximate numbers, which do not 
include the many refugees who came from China, from Latin Amer- 
ica and the Scandinavian countries. 

Poland sent about 90,000, mostly DP’s. 

Romania sent some 40,000, about half DP’s. 3 

Bulgaria has 36,000 here, the only European war country where 
there was no anti-Jewish campaign. 

There are 20,000 here from Czechoslovakia. 

Germany and Austria are represented by 12,000. 

Yugoslavia has 8,000 immigrants here. 

But Turkey has sent an amazing 30,000 persons. 


He knew 


There are 40,000 here from North Africa, Tripolitania, Tunis, 


Algiers and Morocco. 

Tiny Yemen has sent 40,000. These people migrated to Yemen 
in 586 B. C. after the destruction of the Temple. They believed 
they were doomed to mourn forever for Zion because they re- 
jected the invitation of the prophet Ezra to return. When this 
present invitation came, thousands of them walked as much as 40 
miles across desert country, leaving all behind them, to take the 
“magic carpet” airplane to the land their ancestors had left 2,000 
years ago. 

Egypt has 15,000 Jews here. There are 3,000 from India, about 
the same number from France, from Belgium and Holland. 

There is almost no country that is not represented here. 

Keep in mind that of a population of a little more than 1,000,000, 
more than 370,000 have come since May, 1948. 

They continue to come, every weekgalmost every day. 

For this there must be @ second chapter. Tomorrow, let’s look 
at what thet means. 


JOSEPH ALSOP 
still After the Berlin Prize 


BERLIN—It is all too easy to discover the central develop- 
ment in this gray and battered city that is still the greatest single 
political prize in Europe. Here in Berlin, the Kremlin is unveil- 
ing wholly new and most ominous tactics in the world struggle 
with the West. The nature of these tactics may be inferred from 
the plans for a gigantic Berlin rally of the “Freie Deutsche Jugend.” 

The basic facts are simple enough. The Freie Deutsche Jugend 
is the German Communist youth organization. In the Soviet Zone 
of Germany it has simply replaced the Hitler Youth, using many 
of the same facilities and even employing a number of the Nazi 
youth leaders. Over all, the FDJ claims 1,000,000 members. 


‘ e _« Qn May 28, during the traditional German Whit- 
Invasion suntide festival, no less than 500,000 of the older 
members of the Freie Deutsche Jugend are to march on Berlin. 
Under the pretext of holding a “peace” rally in the Olympic 
stadium, they are to invade the Western sectors of the city, They 
are to intimidate West Berlin’s strongly anti-Communist inhabit- 
ants. And they are to flout and undermine American, British and 
French authority. 

The whole ambitious project is, significantly, being militarily 
organized. 

Even more serious, all the “Main Administration for Training’s” 
more dependable officer candidates and NCO trainees have been 
ordered to take part. This means that the otherwise unwieldy 
mass of the Freie Deutsche Jugend will be stiffened by more than 
30,000 troops under military orders and command. These troops 
and the youth of the East Zone are to “take Berlin together,” ac- 
cording to a recent ‘speech of Gerhart Eisler . 


Fi It must be added, of course, that the projected May rally 
IM sin Berlin will probably not turn out in the end to be so 
dangerous as the foregoing facts might suggest. Lord Mayor Reuter, 
with his customary cool courage, has warned that he will stand for 
no nonsense. The Berlin police have been strengthened. The Amer- 
ican, British and French commanders on the spot have powerfully 
supported Reuter. If necessary, additional troops will be flown 
into the city to keep order. 

If this firm allied front is maintained, most informed observers 
believe that the May rally plans will be sharply modified at the 
last moment, despite Eisler’s boast. Nonetheless, it says volumes 
about Soviet intentions in Germany, that such a project should 
have been launched at all. Moreover, it is also known that the 
Soviets mean to follow the May rally, during the Summer, with 
a series of other, comparable attacks on the Western position in 


Berlin. 
Aim The new aim of the Soviet planners is to impress the 
people of West Berlin with RusSian strength and Western 
weakness. The conviction is to be implanted that the Americans, 
British and French can never, in the long run, defend the Ber- 
liners from the naked menace of Soviet power. Thus the Soviet 
planners quite reasonably hope to generate the mood of fear and 
resignation that Hitler’s great exhibitions of Nazi power generated 
everywhere in Europe during the thirties. In that mood, appease- 
ment was born and can be born again. By recreating that mood, 
the Kremlin obviously hopes to secure the final submission. of Ber- 
lin first and later of all West Germany. - This is a development 
with more than local, with truly European meaning. For the day 
will certainly come when these same tactics of terror will be 
effective all over Western Europe, if the Western world continues 
to be weak while the Soviet empire builds military power on a 
scale far surpassing Hitler’s.

Rid to Schools 


Editor Constitution: Editorially, in its issué, 
dated March 9, The Constitution expressed op- 
position to a proposal that Federal Aid to Educa- 
tion be extended to cover bus service to “non- 
public schools.” : 

The consideration by Congress of bills which 
would provide Federal aid to schools has pro- 
voked intensive controversy, with much discus- 
sion of the meaning of the First Amendment and 
of what has been called “the wall of separation 
between Church and State,” though the main 
question that is at issue really is: “Should money 
appropriated by the Federal Government for the 
benefit of all school children benefit all school 
children or just some of them?” 

A reasonable and just answer would be that 
children attending parochial or other self-sup- 
ported schools should share in the benefits of any 
measures on Federal aid to education which may 
be adopted by Congress. All school children 
should share in the benefits provided by funds 
appropriated for all. 

There is a determined effort on the part of 
some individuals and groups to deprive parochial 
school children of any benefit that a Federal ap- 
propriation might provide, even of so small a 
gratuity as a ride in a school bus. 

There is apparently a deliberate effort being 


‘made to confuse the issue so that no distinction 


will be made between the child and the school 
the child attends. There is a difference between 
aid to schools and aid to school children, but the 
confusion which has been created leads to the 
fallacy of twisting the argument against Govern- 
ment aid to private or denominational schools 
into an argument against extending health and 
welfare services and school bus transportation to 
the children who attend those schools.

The City Editor of another Geor- 
gia paper didn’t know whether Rufus Bullock 
Was or wasn’t the grandfather of Eleanora 
Regina. Ward Greene, the Editor of King Fea- 
tures, through whom these blessings flow, whose 
grandmother was swindled by Rufus Bullock, did 
not doubt that Rurus was the grandfather of 
Eleanor. 

When, next day, a haunting doubt of my 
own became an accusing finger, I made further 
survey, established my.own mistake and at the 
last hour, but in sufficient time, given reason- 
able luck and alert handling, wired my own kill.

(Editor’s Note: To keep the record utterly 
straight, the telegram was received in Atlanta 
at 9 p. m., after two editions of The Constitution 
had gone to press.) 

Pegler now asserts that Priscilla Hiss, the 
wife of Alger Hiss, formerly was Luce’s personal 
editorial assistant. She was not his secretary 
nor his clerk without authority but assistant 
to Henry Luce, Editor She started with Time 
as a “researcher.” In the Time-Life jargon this 
means the kind who slants facts in the prepara- 
tion of distortions like the one here cited and 


tries to intimidate businessmen with threats to | 


“get the facts anyway” if they refuse to give 
up confidences to Henry Luce. From the job of 
“researcher” Priscilla Hiss became Luce’s of- 
fice manager, a powerful position, and, finally, 
assistant to Henry Luce. 

Whittaker Chambers, the accuser of Hiss, was 
one of Luce’s chief editors. Nobody like Priscilla 
Hiss ever worked for Westbrook Pegler.

Nature Improves on Art 


PORTOFINO MARE—Portofino Mare is one of those places 
where nature improves on art. A painting of it looks like an exag- 
geration to end all exaggerations of picturesque Mediterranean ports. 
But it’s here, and it’s functional. One-third of the population makes 
a living from the fish in the sea, and the others live on those who 


come by bus. 


There haven’t been a lot of tourists in the Jast few 


years, so Portofino was glad to see Adams and me, though we 
arrived via excursion, had only one suitcase each, and were dressed 


like Genoese longshoremen. 

The Lafayette, which brought 
us from New York, landed at 
Genoa Saturday night, too late 
to clear customs and go ashore. 
We made it Sunday morning 
without a word of Italian, with 
n> idea of where we were going 
or what we wanted to do. We 
had the unwanted help of a 
dragoman of low degree whom 
we fired as soon as possible. He 
was a fine insistent type and 
would have sold us the local 
equivalent of the Brooklyn 
Bridge by afternoon. So, for 
several dollars more than he 
earned, we bought him off and 
struck out on our own. 


Genoa is the Tampa of Italy. 
The Riviera stretches both 
north and south, but Genoa, 
in the midst of it, tends to her 
port and her business and lets 
the tourist slip through. Her 
people are handsome, ruddy 
and well organized. They walk 
to the left on the sidewalks, 
enter streetcars through the 
rear and automatically move 
to the front. There is a lot of 
traffic but little confusion. 
The city lies along the sea at 
the foot of rugged mountains, 
and is welded together by tun- 
nels and viaducts. A San 
Franciscan would find it hilly 
and an Atlantan poorly 
planned. 


We saw a lot of Genoa on foot 
with the help of a city map. 
There are some handsome old 
palaces,» now mostly public 
buildings with-a bleak, institu- 
tional look; the birthplace of Co- 
lumbus, a rather grotesque ca- 
thedral and a magnificent ceme- 
tery. 

Genoese go in for the vertical 
in their concept of burial places 
as opposed to the horizontal, or 
West View idea, The monu- 
ments compete in size, cost and 
elaborate detail. There are 
deathbed scenes in marble with 
the whole 


to gather up the loved one. 
Death wrestles life in another 
group. Macabre, but arresting. 


COLUMBUS’ birthplace is just 
another birthplace, and could 
easily be that of any other citi- 
zen of the period. The cathedral 
has an Eastern look, with twist- 
ed columns in dark marble at 
the main doors. The exterior 
walls are black and white mar- 
ble, arranged in_ horizontal 
stripes. The interior is still 
messed up from the bombings, 
but the work of piecing together 
the old carved stone goes on 
slowly. 

Genoa was not heavily 
bombed as bombing went in the 
last war. The docks and rail- 
road yards were hard hit, and 
the main part of the city large- 
ly left alone. 
major churches we visited Sun- 
day, three were badly damaged. 
Other reminders of the war are 
a few sunken ships still in the 
harbor, an occasional gutted 
building in the city, and faded 
signs reading, “This area strict- 
ly off-limits for troops.” 


Flying blind, we took a bus 
in the early afternoon for Por- 
tofino via Rapallo and Santa 
Margharita de Ligure. The 
drive down was breathtaking. 
The road skirted the sea and 
climbed to dizzy heights to 
dip to the sea again. The al- 
most vertical mountains were 
carefully terraced and plant- 
ed in olives with an occasion- 
al black cypress or row of 
Pines for accent. Camellias, 
peaches and Spring bulbs 
bloomed along the way. Wher- 
ever there was a break in the 
coastal cliffs, a small village 
filled the cove, usually cen- 
tered about a crumbling medi- 
eval bastion and a tall baroque 
church tower. Like the Genoa 
cemetery, these villages were 
built up rather than out. 
Houses of four and five stories 
were common. And were all 
the colors of a faded rainbow. 


The road to Rapallo is the 
old Aurelian Way, built by the 
Romans and nicely maintained 
since. But the old Roman grades 
and blind curves are there yet. 
So the drive down Sunday was 
a cacophony of soprano and alto 
horns as the Fiats and Lancias 
quarreled over the right of way. 
An oceasional American car 
looked fat and bloated and too 
big for the road. As elsewhere 
the buses bored along, scattering 
the smaller fry to the right and 
left. Bus travel in Italy is not 
only cheap, pleasant and instruc- 
tive, but probably the safest way 
to get around. Only real excite- 
ment on a bus ride comes when 
one bus meets another. Then 
there are many cries and much 
coaching from passengers and 
crew until the passage has been 
safely negotiated.

JUNCTION CITY—There are pessi- 

mists who might say the handwriting has 

been ‘on the wall in this town since the last industry—a 
— mill—moved out a few months ago, but here in 
unction City, 30 miles from Columbus, the belief is that 


it is just beginning to live. 

Its 264 residents, standing literally at the crossroads of ideal 
transportation facilities, an abundance of raw materials, at the 
elbow of the cotton and steel markets, are beckoning hopefully 
to any new industry that might come to Junction City and use their 
willing hands. 

From the Prd re aye shadows of apathy that have choked the 
graying, deserted ghost 
where the trend has been toward urban living, leaders are re 
emerging here in Junction City and they are finding ways to help 
themselves. 

A Community Development Committee, a real peoples’ group, 
made tip of representatives from the church, school and City 
Council, has studied the handicaps of Junction City, counted its 
blessings, and published same in a pamphlet boosting the commu- 
nity assets, began to promote a plan for a city water system and 
fire protection, entered a Community Improvement Contest, spon- 
sored by the Columbus Chamber of Commerce, and settled back 
to watch the teenagers go to town in their own way. 

The first thing the y did was stop driving to 
near-by Talbotton and Columbus for their main fun and or- 
ganized themselves a recreation program. They com- 
mandeered a building, a piano, benches, repairs, and wheedled 
the City Council in this strictly religious village into per- 
mitting them to have a juke box, tax exempt.

This is not one of those cases 
when the ace should be driven 
out first. The ‘king of hearts is 
just as vital a card as the ace of 
clubs since it is one that West, 
the opening leader may have, 
and if he does, it is an entry for 
his spades. The real reason for 
taking’ the heart finesse first is 
that it absolutely insures the 
contract against any holding. If 
the finesse wins, the club ace is 
driven out and nine tricks are 
there. If the heart finesse loses, 
West has the lead and is unable 
to continue with the_ spades. 
Now, whatever he leads, the ace 
of clubs is driven out and nine 


tricks are assured to the de- 


clarer. 

South was heard to complain 
about his hard luck in not find- 
ing the ace of clubs and the king 
of hearts, the other way around. 
But one must never complain 
about something he could have 
prevented by the use of ordinary 
care.

Oxtails, or oxjoints as they 
are sometimes called, are bought 
by the pound. Allow from % to 
3% pound to a serving when

Poor food hab- 
its, regardless of the number of 
calories, do not insure minerals, 
vitamins and protein; and inade- 
quate amounts of these protec- 
tive nutrients lead to tissue hun- 
ger and a constant craving for 
food. The hunger is really for 
the missing essentials, and un- 
less food habits are changed the 
craving continues, and so does 
overeating. 

The solution is to do an about- 
face on food habits. Switch to 
better foods, with a greater share 
of the calories in lean meat, fresh 
vegetables, fruits, milk, cheese, 
eggs and whole grains—the vital 
tissues will be nourished, and 
gone is the craving to overeat. 
You won’t believe this until you 
give it a fair trial, but honestly 
it works that way. That’s the 
reason I’m forever stressing the 
protective foods, and emphasiz- 
ing the absolute necessity for a 
change of food habits.

“Were there no great left-handers,” he asks. “Were there no 
left-handers to match the great right-handers? There must have 
been. Who were they?” 

In order to appease the gentleman from New Jersey and 
all left-handed athletes and friends, we’ll wade inte the game's 
greatest left-handers today and see how they match the 
game’s four greatest right-handers. 

We are not going as far back as Toad Ramsay and southpaws 
of a forgotten -ra. This century is late enough. 

4 Who have been the greatest left-hand- 
Greatest Since 1900 ers since 1900? Here are just a few: 
Carl Hubbell, New York Giants; Lefty Grove, Philadelphia Ath- 
letics; Rube Waddell, Philadelphia Athletics; Herb Pennock, Ath- 
letics, Red Sox and Yankees; Eddie Plank, Philadelphia Athletics; 
Doc White, Chicago White Sox; Art Nehf, New York Giants; Nap 
Rucker, Brooklyn Dodgers; Howie Pollet, St. Louis Cardinals; 
Hal Newhouser, Detroit Tigers (one of the best); Rube Marquard, 
Babe Ruth, Lefty Gomez. 

Now there happens to be a pretty fair list of left-handers 
in this limited group. There are fine left-handers not in- 
cluded. But we believe this list covers most of the good ones 
and the great ones. 

You may notice such names as Ruth, Marquard and 
Gomez. Ruth has the finest left-handed pitching record. He 
could easily have been the greatest left-handed pitcher of all 
time. Marquard set or tied an all-time winning record. 
Gomez, the most devastating left-hander of his day, was one 
of the greatest World Series pitchers. 

All of this goes to show you what a magnificent list we have 
from which to pick the four best men who might match the four 
great right-handers we picked some time ago. 


Four Top Southpaws “Here are the four top left-handers 


we have selected along with an alter- 
nate who is hard to leave out. We have seen them all under every 
form of competition. We admit in advance that we can be wrong. 
But wrong or right, here goes— 

No. 1—Carl Hubbell, New York Giants. 

No. 2—Herb Pennock, Athletics, Red Sox, Yankees. 

No, 3—Robert Moses (Lefty) Grove, Athletics. 

No, 4—George Edward (Rube) Waddell, Athletics. 

No. 5—Eddie Plank, Athletics. 

We have never yet been able to figure why Connie Mack 
had the type of mind to go for left-handed hurlers. Yet, it 
was Connie who produced the best of them and the most 
of them—an odd angle we can’t overlook. 

Connie Mack, or Cornelius McGillicuddy, should have an even- 
ly balanced mind. Among his right-handers he had Chief Bender 
and Jack Coombs. But among his left-handers he had Plank, Wad- 
dell, Grove, Pennock—most of the great ones. Mr. Mack must 
have been a left-hand dreamer. His phantasies must have roamed 
in the mystic heavens of the southpaws.
